Workplace scheme reaches ‘significant milestone’ as 
100 people now placed into employment in borough 


THE borough  council's 
Kickstart?’ scheme has 
reached a “significant 
milestone” and now has 
100 young people placed 
into employment with local 
businesses and at the 
Council. 

Kickstart is a government 
funded employment pro- 
gramme in which young 
people aged 16 to 24 year on 
Universal Credit, can access a 
six-month work placement 
through a partnership created 
through the Council and 64 
local employers across West 
Lancashire. 

This is 40 more placements 
than the team had originally 
planned and the team are cur- 
rently working on filling even 
more vacancies for the 
remaining four months of the 
scheme.

Flooding is a serious issue for many parts of 
West Lancashire and in 2015, more than 100 
homes and three businesses in Parbold were 
devastated by the floods which severely 
affected areas across the borough. 

One business left the village as a result of the 
damage caused, while some residents were 
unable to return to their homes until 11 months 
later in November 2016.

Hospital ‘closure’ rumours 
rubbished by health chiefs 


People behind claims are just stoking fears, fumes MP

SOUTHPORT and Ormskirk 
Hospital bosses have dismissed 
rumours that the hospitals are 
facing closure or downsizing.

THE friend ofa Skelmersdale man who died 
from Covid wished he had persuaded him to 


A NEW study from Edge Hill and Soochow Uni- 
versities appears to reveal that ‘hanging around 
with your least attractive friends is the most 
effective way to look good in photos'. 

This new study by Dr Edwin Burns and Dr 
Haojiang Ying, recently published on Science 
Direct, shows that if you and your friends are 
already ‘very attractive’ then appearing in 
group photos will actually make you look worse 
than usual. 

Of cours,e beauty is in the eye of the beholder, 
so the study is rather questionable to say the 
least and perhaps should be taken with a huge 
dollop of salt. 

However, if you and your friends are average 
or below-average attractiveness then a group 
photo is the best way to go and will make you 
look better than ever. The message is that if you 
want to look good in photos and on social 
media you need to hang around with your 
worst looking friends. 

This phenomenon, known as the ‘cheerleader 
effect', has been widely researched over the last 
several years but this is the first time that group 
photos have been shown to have negative

effects when very attractive people are put into 
the pictures. 

Dr Burns said: “We demonstrate that while in 
the majority of cases we are more attractive in 
groups this effect works in reverse for people 
with highly attractive friends, as being around 
really attractive people has a detrimental 
impact upon our appearance, especially if we 
are attractive ourselves. 

“The key to looking your absolute best in pho- 
tos is choosing your friends wisely and only 
having photos with the least attractive mem- 
bers of your friendship group. This may sound 
harsh, but this is how our minds work whether 
we like it or not. 

*My expert advice is when you're out with 
friends this summer it might be a good idea to 
stand next to your least attractive friends in 
group photos, and next time you want to 
update your tinder profile, get your worst look- 
ing mates together for a few photos to make 
sure you look your absolute best." 

The research was carried out by asking people 
to rate faces in a wide variety of group photos 
featuring different people and locations. The

*The results of the study were really clear". 
Edwin explained. “In all the group photos of 
people with unattractive friends our parti- 
cipants rated the faces more highly. But when 
we started using photos with only attractive 
friends the ratings dropped by around 10%.” 

This effect can be proven to work with even 
simple images. If the outer, ‘attractive’ faces in 
the image below are covered the blemishes on 
the middle face will start to disappear after a 
few seconds. 

Similar studies have been carried out world- 
wide, in eight different countries, with the 
same results seen all of them. 

Haojiang Ying from Soochow University in 
China said: “It’s amazing that this result is so 
universal and shows how ingrained this effect 
is. It doesn't seem to matter where in the world 
you are from or what your background is, 
group photos will always make you look better 
unless your friends are all very attractive

Professor Phil Scraton has paid tribute 
to a fellow Hillsborough campaigner 
who has passed away. 

Rose Robinson, from Blundellsands, died 
on August 8 at the age of 79 after a short 
battle with cancer. 


Her 17-year-old оп, 
Steven Robinson, was one of 
the 97 Hillsborough victims 
who died in the 1989 dis- 
aster. 

Rose - described as ‘inspira- 
tional’ - became the original 
press officer for the Hillsbor- 
ough Family Support Group and later the 
northern media spokesperson for the 
HFSG. 

She played an important role in cam- 
paigning against the appointment of 
Norman Bettison as Chief Constable of 
Merseyside in 1998. 

She fought tirelessly for justice for 
Stephen and the other victims and even 
appeared on David Frost’s television show 
to be interviewed alongside fellow cam- 
paigner Anne Williams. 

Her family say she will be terribly missed 
as she leaves behind husband Bernie, 
daughters Tracey and Claire and sons Paul 
and Peter and her seven grandchildren.

That commitment, shared 
by your family, the bereaved and survivors, 
reminds us that we never walk alone.”

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Second round of 
mobile Covid-19 
vaccinations to be 
held in borough

RESIDENTS in West Lancashire are urged to 
protect themselves against Covid-19 as a second 
round of mobile vaccinations comes to the region 
next week. 

Following the success of the pop-up clinics in June 
and July, mobile vaccinations are returning on Fri- 
day, August 27 with regular clinics in a number of 
locations until Saturday, September 4. 

The local NHS is working with GP practices, West 
Lancashire Borough Council and Lancashire County 
Council to provide the service in areas where vaccine 
uptake is lowest in a bid to ensure as many people as 
possible are protected against Covid-19. 

The vaccination teams also return to a selection of 
sites from the first run of clinics to allow residents to 
receive their all-important second dose. 

16 and 17-year-olds will be able to receive their 
first dose of Pfizer at these clinics. 

Councillor Vickie Cummins, cabinet member for 
health and wellbeing at West Lancashire Borough 
Council, said: "It is vital as many people as possible 
come forward for their Covid-19 vaccination, and it 
has never been easier for the residents of West Lan- 
cashire to receive their first or second jab by visiting a 
mobile walk-in clinic. 

“We're particularly keen to see the under 30s come 
forward. Getting vaccinated is the best way to pro- 
tect yourself, your loved ones and the community 
from the virus and its immediate and long-term 
effects. 

"This has been another collaborative effort from 
our NHS, the Clinical Commissioning Group, GPs, 
local authority staff and volunteers. My sincere 
thanks go to all involved for their hard work in con- 
tinuing to help protect West Lancashire." 

Abdul Razaq, acting director of Public Health for 
Lancashire County Council, said: "Cases of Covid-19 
remain high across the county, with increases being 
seen in a number of districts.

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Parents urged to look out for early signs of 
Respiratory Syncytial Virus signs in children 


HEALTH experts are urging 
parents and carers in West 
Lancashire to be aware of the 
signs of respiratory illnesses 
in toddlers and babies, with 
cases higher than usual for 
this time of year and further 
increases expected over the 
winter months. 

Respiratory Syncytial Virus 
(RSV) is a common virus that 
causes coughs and colds in 
winter and is the most com- 
mon cause of bronchiolitis in 
children under two. 

In the UK, the RSV season 
typically begins in the autumn 
-earlier than the adult flu sea- 
son - and runs throughout the 
winter. However, this year we 
are now seeing this presenting 
in children much sooner. 


Dr Anne Kerr Emergency 
Department (ED) consultant, 
Alder Hey Children's NHS 
Foundation Trust, said that 
whilst respiratory infections 
are common in children in 
autumn/winter, we are now 
seeing more children and 
babies with respiratory infec- 
tions earlier on in the year, 
due to restrictions lifting. 

She said: “We’re now seeing 
more children and babies with 
respiratory infections coming 
through our doors at the 
emergency department, as 
restrictions have lifted and 
people are mixing again. 
Many new parents may not 
have experienced respiratory 
illness in their child until now 
which understandably can 


cause them to worry. 

*Most cases, however, will 
not be serious and often the 
child can be cared for at home 
with simple measures such as 
paracetamol, rest and plenty of 
fluids." 

Common symptoms of bron- 
chiolitis are runny nose, a 
rasping, dry cough, mild 
increase in temperature. You 
may also notice them feeding 
less and making more effort in 
their breathing. 

Children under two months 
of age, those born prematurely 
and those with underlying 
health conditions, such as a 
heart condition, are a higher 
risk of severe bronchiolitis and 
parents should consider 
accessing health advice earlier.

As the Government commit 
themselves to a highly damaging 
piece of NHS legislation, the 
Health & Care Bill 2021, 
concocted by the now shamed 
former Health Secretary, Matt 
Hancock, I write to express my 
deep concerns and total 
opposition to its presentation to 
Parliament. 

Even before Covid19 struck, 
the public were becoming more 
aware of restrictions to care, 
closures of hospitals due to the 
implementation of US Style 
Integrated Care Systems (ICS) 
based on the flawed ‘Account- 
able Care Organisation' model. 

This US profit model, co- 
designed with the likes of con- 
sultants McKinsey, and involving 
US insurance companies such as 
United Health, Centene and 
Palantir, needs the NHS in Eng- 
land to be broken up into 42 
‘localised’ ICS. 

The Bill seeks to cement this 
American model within our NHS 
and politicians must examine 
the evidence and afford the pub- 


lic a full, 
debate. 

Putting ICS in place relies heav- 
ily on pushing more services into 
the community and the promo- 
tion of the NHS as a charity plus 
shrinking the menu of NHS treat- 
ments available, in order to 
make profits for the private com- 
panies who can and will be 
sitting on the boards of a local 
ICS. 

Those needing treatment will 
experience a true healthcare 
postcode lottery and a two-tier 
system where care will depend 
on ability to pay. 

If passed the Bill will make a 
mockery of the public's love for 
the NHS, as shown by public 
clapping during the pandemic. 

If passed, the Bill signals the 
end of our National Health Ser- 
vice as a public service of 
universal healthcare for every- 
one regardless of ability to pay. 

That cannot be allowed to hap- 
pen.

Mind shift is required to save planet 


Our planet's climate has changed, numer- 
ous times in the four billion years that life 
has survived on it. 

Life can and will adapt and survive cli- 
mate change, often by changing ranges 
moving and migrating to more suitable 
ranges. The slow and more gradual cli- 
mate change seen in the past has allowed 
this to happen. 

In the space of decades, globally there is 
very likely to be very major climatic 
changes. Many ecosystems are unable to 
adapt at this pace, and so will suffer and 
collapse and, indeed, some are doing 
already. 

Coral reefs are one sad example. 

Currently species are going extinct at a 
pace that is 1,000 times greater than 


expected, we are living through a period 
of mass extinction of life on earth, making 
ecosystems vulnerable and less resilient to 
the effects of climate change. 

The complexity of global climate makes 
the patterns of change difficult to predict, 
which is difficult for people to understand, 
as they prefer simple black and white 
explanations that science rarely affords. 

Currently many billions of people live in 
areas that are in great danger of being 
underwater with global sea level change. 
Those people will move to survive else- 
where, causing huge problems for 
economically and socially if we ‘just let 
nature take its course’. 

The idea behind ‘throwing money’ at the 
problem is not to control global temperat- 


ure fluctuations, as those long term 
planetary swings will continue on. But in 
order to preserve a comfortable life for bil- 
lions of humans living on the planet, 
immediate changes need to be made. 

A mind shift is required to understand 
that human life is dependent on the health 
and life of the entire planet. 

So, by investing in research, protecting 
oceans and rainforests, living more sus- 
tainably, having fairer, greener societies, 
creating green jobs and cities, and clean 
air and water, we can move towards 
providing a healthy future for other gener- 
ations, as well as leaving space for the 
myriad of other species that call this 
unique planet home.

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Botanic Gardens lake 
to benefit from £30k 
improvement works 


Report by Tom Martin 


PLANS to carry out £30,000 worth of improvement 
works to the lake at Southport's popular Botanic 
Gardens, have been revealed by Sefton Council. 

The authority met on Thursday, August 19 to discuss 
the proposals in detail, which includes new water aer- 
ation fountains, the installation of new fencing and 
secure lifeline stations, as well as plans for annual 
community clean-up events. 

The park is a popular destination for many people in 
West Lancs and as part of a wider vision for transform- 
ing the site, the initial improvements were outlined to 
members of the Botanic Gardens Community Associ- 
ation and Make a Change for Ben fundraising group, 
who have been in discussion with the council's Green 
Sefton team on the proposals. 

The Champion has published several articles about 
how the Make a Change for Ben group is campaigning 
to have the lake properly cleaned after Ben Smith-Cral- 
lan, 37, from Churchtown, died after catching a rare 
infection following a fall into the water. 


Ambitious plans 


The council say they have "ambitious plans to trans- 
form the park" and eventually they hope to spend 
around £5million if they can secure funding. 

Cllr Ian Moncur, Cabinet Member for Health and 
Wellbeing said: “Our Green Sefton team has been 
working alongside a number of dedicated community 
groups who care deeply about the future of the park 
and are keen to see improvements that benefit every- 
one who loves spending time there. 

“We're at the stage where we have been able to agree 
some initial improvements focused on the lakeside

area that will complement the work already under- 
taken, at the beginning of the year, to improve the 
aviary. 

“But our longer-term vision is to reinvigorate the 
park with a whole host of potential ideas that would 
offer better facilities for our communities as well as 
providing a positive boost to the local visitor economy, 
including the creation of new jobs.” 

The Green Sefton Service will launch a consultation 
to seek ideas from the community for the longer-term 
vision for the Botanic Gardens. 

Details of those consultations can be found at the 
website: https://yourseftonyoursay.sefton.gov.uk/ 

In time, it is expected funding will be sought from 
streams through organisations that support the herit- 
age sector. 

The project would support the restoration of many of 
the park’s Victorian buildings and help the Council to 
develop newattractions that would bring more visitors 
from Sefton, West Lancashire and the wider region to 
the park and generate income that would be ear- 
marked for the park’s maintenance and management.

Fresh plans unveiled to 
turn former bank into 
student accommodation

A PROPOSAL has been submitted to the 
borough council to convert the former 
Royal Bank of Scotland building at 24 
Derby Street, Ormskirk into student 
accommodation. 

Vici Property Group Ltd, who are based in 
Aughton, has submitted the application. 

The property is a late Victorian and early 
Edwardian building. The proposals are seek- 
ing permission for part of the ground floor to 
be offices. The rest of the ground floor, first 
floor and replaced outriggers will be used to 
create 35 bedrooms. 

The application would see the erection of 
two three storey extensions to the rear of the 
building (following demolition of existing 
extensions), and a roof extension to the rear, 
which will be used as an HMO (house of mul- 
tiple occupancy). 

Planning permission had been granted for a 
similar scheme last year, but the plans have

been redrawn and resubmitted. 

Itis proposed that the property will be man- 
aged by Ormskirk Lettings. Students will be 
from Edge Hill University and a student state- 
ment with the application said: "The 
applicant has approached them (Edge Hill) 
and has been assured that there is a high 
demand for accommodation for the immedi- 
ately foreseeable future." 

Each unit will have its own lounge and kit- 
chen. Six of the bedrooms will be treated as 
studio bedrooms. 

The property is inthe Ormskirk Town Centre 
Conservation Area and has stood vacant since

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Mural unveiled for 
inspirational 
H'Boro campaigner 


Report by Tom Martin 


A MURAL has been created in memory of 
inspirational Hillsborough campaigner Anne 
Williams. 

The stunning piece of artwork can be found on 
Anfield Road, near Liverpool's stadium, and will be 
passed by thousands of fans on their way to the 
match. 

It was painted by artist Paul Curtis and shows 
Anne with her fist clenched in celebration of the 
legal milestone in 2012. 

Nine years ago she played a pivotal role in fight- 
ing for fresh inquests into the victims' deaths. 

Her son Kevin was one of 97 Liverpool fans who 
died as a result of the crush during an FA Cup 
match in 1989. 

Anne, who lived in Formby, passed away in 2013 
aged 60 after pursuing justice for her son and the 
other victims of the disaster for more than 20 
years. 

Paul Curtis said: ^A symbol of the city, a hero and 
an amazing woman. It's been an absolute honour to 
work on this mural. 

"She was a mother of three from Formby who 
worked part-time in a newsagents, and levelled 
several legal attacks at the first Hillsborough 
inquest, questioning the credibility of its findings. 

“Her fight was long but she was unwavering and 
should always be seen as a shining light of per- 
severance and standing up for justice against the 
odds." 

At an inquest in 1991, jurors heard Kevin and 94 
others were dead by 3:15pm, a verdict which Mrs

Williams never believed and, as a result, she 
refused to accept his death certificate from the cor- 
oner. 

She tracked down witnesses, one of whom sug- 
gested Kevin uttered the word ‘mum’ at about 
4pm. 

Her calls for fresh inquests were initially rejected 
by attorney generals and the European Court of 
Human Rights. 

But following the publication of The Hillsborough 
Independent Panel's report in 2013, a further 
appeal by the families of the victims to quash the 
verdicts was upheld. 

A jury at the new inquests in 2016 found the fans 
had been unlawfully killed after hearing two years 
of evidence.

WEST Lancashire residents can have a say on how 
a popular tourist spot in Sefton could be 
improved. 

A consultation on Ainsdale-on-Sea will end on 
September 30 and already more than 300 people have 
taken part. 

Further feedback is welcomed to ensure that as 
many people as possible can help shape future pro- 
posals for investment in the area. 

During 2020, an extensive consultation with resid- 
ents, business owners, visitors and young people took 
place as part of the now successful Southport Town 
Deal bid.

TOP WORK, Toyota. You’ve won the 
world’s toughest motor race for the 
fourth year on the trot - and you get 
flag-waving bonus points because one 
of the drivers who made it happen was 
a Brit. 

Yet I’m ashamed to say I didn’t catch a single 
moment of this year's 24 Hours of Le Mans, 
and nor do I know anyone else who did, either. 
Surely, as someone who's visited this historic 
circuit twice and loves nothing more than the 
howl of a highly tuned endurance racer at full 
chat, Га be all over it, but nope. In fact, to see 
the action unfold at Arnage and the Mulsanne 
Straight you'd either have to pay to get access 
to Eurosport or do a lot of online faffing to see 
it on a livestream — and I’m sorry, but having 
spent most of the last 18 months stuck at 
home watching the telly, I went out to some 
car shows instead. 

Normally a four-year run of victories, as anyone 
who's seen Ford's battle with Ferrari chronicled 
in the Oscar-winning Le Mans '66 will knows, 
is a big deal. However, even petrolhead pals 
who I know are more than happy to bury their 
Sundays in F1 races are largely oblivious to Le 
Mans, and I reckon it's the cars themselves that 
are the problem. 


CITROEN has slimmed down its range of seven- 
seaters after giving its people carrier an autumn 
refresh. The entry-level version of the C4 Grand 
SpaceTourer the  Live-specification model, 


has been dropped, with the French carmaker 
now focusing on the bigger-selling, and more 
upmarket versions. Prices now start at £28,630, 
with the first of the updated models arriving here 
in October. 


The FIA — motorsport's global governing body 
— knows this, which is why for this year’s race 
it’s ditched the increasingly expensive top- 
flight racers, called LMP1, and replaced it a 
new class, called Hypercars. They’re meant 
to be cheaper for the carmakers, based more 
closely on real-world tech and be more likely to 
use hybrid power - but you're about as likely to 
see Toyota's race-winning GRO10 tootling up 
the Tarleton bypass as you are Boris Johnson 
winning Strictly. When the McLaren F1 won 
Le Mans, you at least knew it was based on 
something with a tax disc. 

What I think would actually get Brits (besides 
thelegion of really committed petrolheads who 
actually travel down to the circuit itself) truly 
into the world's coolest motor race is getting it 
back to its roots and basing the entrants on cars 
that actually exist on real roads. In fact, send 
them down a French autoroute just before the 
race itself, numberplates intact — and if a sniffy 
Gendarme nicks the driver for it not being 
roadworthy, then it's out of the race too. 

That way, the cars will reflect the electric-only 
future we're swiftly heading towards, and if a 
zero emissions racer can survive 3,000 miles 
of flat-out driving in the space of one day, it'll 
hopefully translate into better tech for the rest 
of us, and a new generation of roadgoing Le 
Mans cars to get enthusiasts excited. Surely 
that's the very definition of win on Sunday, sell 
on Monday? 

An all-electric Ford GT40 that's all-conquering 
on the track and exempt from city centre 
emissions charges? 

Га watch that. Would you?
